America May Be Brave 
But Canada Is Peaceful 


TORONTO (CPS) — Uf there ternal 


were a pluce where a young 
American could move to swith 
oul culture shock, ear’ a re- 
spectable living and escape the 
major stresses of life. a good 
mumber might choose to live 
there. 

In the past few years more 
and more Americans have been 

finding Canada such a place. 

With a population of 20 mil- 
lion, a way of life that ts only 
murginally different from the 
American, political freedom, 
job opportunities and, for some 
most importanuy, ho conserip- 
tion, Canada is easy to make 
the transition to, About 15,000 
Americans move to Canada 

every year. 

Migration High 

_ Uptil recently this migration 
has been more than matched by 
the “Brain Drain’ Canadians 
worry about—the several thou- 
Satid nurses, teachers and pro- 
_duetion workers who move each 
year into the States, But this 
year. for the first time since 
the war, it is expected that 
migration to Canada will out- 
weigh immigration to the ULS. 

If the U.S. is the home of the 
brave and the land of the free, 
Canada is the home of the 

peaceful and land of the free. 
Retired people come here to 
escape the high taxation of the 
warfare state. The middle-aged 
move to similar jobs in a place 
Where they can take a safe stroll 
at night and where the police 
don’t brandish billies, Guns. if 
they are carried at all, are kept 
in holsters out of sight. 

More recently — and this ac- 
counts for the change in direc- 
tion of the brain drain—young 
Americans are more and more 
moving to Canada to evade the 
draft and involvement in the 
war. Canadian immigration of- 
ficials have no record of the 
number of immigrants who were

Since Canada’s unified armed 
Serviees are manned by volun- 
teers, Canada does not recog 
nise “draft evasion’ or “inter- 
Hational flight to avoid prose- 
culion’’ as crimes, though these 
are punished by five and ten 
years in jail in the US. Con- 
sequently, draft eyvaders cannot 
be extradited, 

Tom Kent, the left- leaning 
chief civil servant of the Depart- 
ment of Citizenship and Immi- 
Bration has put it quite plainty. 
“There is not any probibition in 
the Immigration Act or reg fula- 
tions against the admission ol 
Persons who may be seeking to 
Avoid induction into the armed 
Services and, therefore. pro- 
Viding they meet immigration re- 
quirements, we have no basis in 
law for barring their entry,’

Canada. A would-be immigrant 


must be 18-years-old (though 
his wife need not be) and not a 
member of one of the “‘prohibit- 
ed classes."’ Prohibited classes 
are defined by Section 5 of the 
Canadian Immigration Act to 
include idiots, the insane, con- 
victed criminals, and those who 
are likely to become public 
charges. 

Those jailed for civil 
activity are not likely to be 
barred, and any healthy, hon- 
est young man with either a 
job offer or enough money to 
survive on is likely to be admit- 
ted. Newspapers here have from 
time-to-time commented that 
the certification 1-A is a pretty 
good guarantee of the quality 
of an immigrant. 

Almost any American may 
visit Canada. Soldiers in uniform 
are required fo produce leave 
papers at the border, but others 
pass into the country after only 
cursory examination of bag- 
Page. It is illegal however for 
visitors to work in Canada; and 
a visitor must generally return 
to the U. S. in order to make 
application for immisration.

Any student admitted to a 
reputable Canadian school and 
having the money to pay for it 
may enter Canada on a “student 
entry certificate’’ which allows 
him to work during the summer 
and become a landed immigrant 
without leaving the country once 
he has graduated.

fox, aceording to Dr. Robert C 
Spencer, Chairman of the Fel- 
lowship Conrmittee and Dean of 
the Graduate School. 

The basi¢e problem seems to 
to be that not enough students 
are applying for fellowships Dr. 
Spencer said. Consequently, 
URI is bringing up the rear in 
national fellowship competition, 

There are a number of nation- 
al fellowships for which a stu- 
dent may apply or be nominat- 
ed, he said, including Danforth. 
Ford, Fulbright, Marshall, Na- 
tional Defense Education Act. 
National Science Foundation. 
Rhodes, Rockefeller, and Wood- 
row Wilson. 

The general requirements for 
eligibility are broad intellectual 
background, academi¢ achieve- 
ment (usually a 3.0 QPA) and 
intellectual pursuits. For some 
fellowships, Dr. Spencer said, 
the Graduate Record Examina- 
ion Aptitude Tests in Verbal 
and Quantitative abilities must 
also be taken. 

Perhaps the reason that there 
are relatively few national fel- 
lowship winners from URI, he 
said, is the students’ lack of in- 
tellectual stimulation, Dr. Spen- 
eer, in his annual report to the 
Fellowship Committee, suggest- 
ed a number of possible causes 


fellowship competition, one of 
which is the lack of faculty con- 
cern. 

As he stated in his report, 
“Possibly the faculty and staff 
at the University of Rhode Is- 
land have not motivated and 
counseled their outstanding stu- 
dents so that these are prepared 
by their senior year to compete 
successfully for national fellow- 
Ship awards.’ Also, he suggest- 
ed in his report that “the pre- 
Vailing environment of the uni- 
versity community might dis- 
courage staff and students alike 
in the pursuit of academic 
values and standards honored 
by national fellowships competi- 
tion.”’

Rhode Island's State ‘echnical 
Services (STS) proposal meets 


with federal approval. 


The STS program, which in- 
cludes both state and regional 
projects, has already received 


State approval. 


Inaugurated by Congress in| W 
1965, the STS program is de. 
signed to make modern tech- 
ology kiown to business and 
industry, Each state carries out 
its own program with New Eng- 
land states participating in their 


own special rewional projects. 


Rhode Island's program calls 
for $133,187 in federal funds to 


be matched by the state on a 


local level and five other states 
on @ regional level. The pro- 


gram will cost Rhode Island 


more than $72,000 with URI's 
share to exceed $50,000 in the 


form of existing staff salaries 


and overhead. 
While the STS program is 


available to all of Rhode Is- 


land’s institutions of higher 
learning, URI and the Research 
and Design Institute in Provi- 
dence are the only participants 
in Rhode Island this year. 
Seven of URI’s projects will 
be on the state level while URI's 
Graduate School of Oceanogra- 
ohy will serve as a focal point 
for marine-oriented business in 
all New England.

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Amidst confusion over parliamentary procedure, 
the Student Senate passed a bill Monday to establish 
2 committee “to investigate problems in the URI 
Bookstore and to decide what actions should be taken 
to correct these problems.” 

Believe it or not, this committee may accomplish 
some good. 

There are many reasons not to believe this. Book- 
store committees have been a campus fad. 

The Intercollegiate and Student Affairs Commit- 
tee of the Senate each have their own bookstore com- 
mittee. The Graduate Student Association had such 
a committee last year. URI's president appointed a 
bookstore committee last spirng at the request of 
the Student Senate. 

Many students and some faculty members seem 
willing to haul George T. Marsh, bookstore mana- 
ger, before a Senate Rackets Sub-Committee. Anti- 
bookstore emotions are seething out of every crack 
and corner of the Memorial Union. 

Frederick G. Tobin, junior, is the sponsor of the 
bill which created the new bookstore committee. 
Senator Tobin is a member of the bookstore com- 

mittee appointed by the president. 

Senator Tobin’s aims are to coordinate the ef- 
forts of the two existing Sendte committees investi- 
gating the bookstore. He said he will send out ques- 
tionhaires to other universities and to URI faculty. 
The results of this questioning will be turned over 
to the presidentrally appointed bookstore committee, 

This new Senate committee, then, ts a self-ap- 
pointed arm of the presidential committee. 

The presidential committee is the only commit- 
tce in this sea which has the authority to dictate to 
the bookstore. It is the only committee on which 
Mr. Marsh serves. 


Senator Tobin expressed dissatisfaction with the 
presidential committee because it did not meet often 
enough. 

Dr. H. Perry Jeffries, associate professor of 
oceanography and faculty adviser to the Senate, said 
he felt a Senate resolution expressing the Senate’s 
dissatisfaction with the existing presidential conmit- 
tee would be more in order. The fact that the Senate 
established this new committee reflects such a dis- 
satisfaction,

Too often this 
society turns oul to be fearful, 
obeisant, uncritical and thus 
ripe for riot and revolution when 
exploited by those with more 
cuts and less rubber 1 their 
backbone. Let us avoid this sit- 
uation at URI. 

To those who say, “It can't 
happen here,’' I invite you to 
read Sinclair Lewis’ novel of the 
same name which shows most 
vividly and frightemingly that 
fascistic totalitarianism can 
happen anywhere, usually get- 
fing its start in the most in- 
nocuous circumstances. Police 
protection implies, and, indeed, 
oiten leads to, police control.

According to Dr. Jourdain, the | 
worst enemies of religion are) 
those who reduce it to a mere | 
cultural phenomenon. In ex-| 
plaining the difference between | 
culture and religion, she said 
culture was the embodiment of | 
a peoples’ way of living, and | 
stems from the way man has 
transformed everyday oceury 
rences to fit into his everyday | 
life. | 

Dr. Jourdain said that culture | 
has its roots on earth, whereas 
religion has-its roots in Heaven. 
One cannot-say that one culture) 
dominates-over all others, Dr./ 
Jourdain said, just as one can- 
not claim. one «religion to be) 
supreme over all others. 

Religion, according to Dr. 
Jourdain, did not originate from 
man, as did culture, but origi- 
nated from God, and was mere: | 
ly passed down and put into | 
the language of man. 

Dr: Jourdain said that the in-| 
ner claim to religion is to be| 
true, and that religion must be} 
based op the acceptance of) 
God's existence as being the 
truth. 

The contents of religious be- | 
liefs vary, she said, and to ac | 
cept all the assumptions of alll | 
the religions as being true is not 
to be open minded but to show 
“*stupidity.”’ 

Philosophers, Dr. Jourdain 
said, can see that only one 4s- 
sumption can be true, and that 
only one true religion can show 
someone what religion really is. 


The thesis that we should ac- 
cept all religions strips religion 
of its inner core, truth, and 
brings it down to something too 
human, Dr. Jourdain said. 


According to Dr. Jourdain, 
all nen should be unified in the 
belief that there is one ‘truth. 
Men who have pluralistic ideas 
that are contrary to all other 
ideas are defeating their own 
purpose, she said. Dr. Jourdain 
suggested that we tend to unify 
and welcome diversily where 
unity alone, in the form of reli- 
gion, is the only thing that is 
desirable, 

Dr. Jourdain went on to speak 
about the difference between 
religion and natural theology, 
and pointed out that unlike na- | 
tural theology, religion is nat 
mans speculations about God.
